The Examiner acknowledges the BAPI decision mailed 07/27/2010 in which the 
previous Examiner's rejection of claims 142 and 143 over Sahatijian et al. was reversed 
and the previous Examiner's rejection of 147 over Sahatijian et al. was affirmed.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 142-143 are allowed over the prior art of record as filed in the 07/20/2009 

reply. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims in 
this application have been allowed because the prior art of record fails to disclose either 
singly or in combination the claimed device of a material having barrier characteristics 
used with a balloon of a catheter assembly and a sheath for covering the balloon. The 
barrier materials prevent significant absorption of therapeutic substances used in 
association with the balloon, for example via a medicated prosthesis, into the balloon 
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wall or the sheath. Accordingly the quantity and concentration of the therapeutic 
substances are preserved. Materials which can serve as a barrier include barrier 
polymers, polymers with additive fillers, polymers with a metallic coating, metallic films, 
polymers with a main group element oxide coating, and sulfonated or fluorinated 
polymers. For the sheath, materials such as glass and metals also function effectively. 

The closest prior art of record is Sahatijan et al. (USPN5,674,192), however this 
reference does not disclose the device as claimed or described above. 

Regarding claims 142-143, the closest prior art of record fails to teach among all 
the limitations or render obvious the specifics of the sheath material (see BAPI decision 
mailed 07/27/2010, page 8).
